House and Senate Committees Differ on Degree of 
Control—W allace Asks United Farm Front 





ASHINGTON, D. €.—The ghost of 

Alex Legge must be hovering over the 

couneil tables at Washington, where 
various versions of a new farm bill are being 
written. 

For Alex Legge had an ever-normal gran- 
ary, too, piled mountain high with wheat and 
eotton. Mr. Legge pleaded with farmers to 
reduce production, which was all he could do 
under the law, and finally saw the Federal 
Farm Board blow up because it lacked the 
one thing that might have made it work. 

Now, four and one-half vears after the 
Farm Board passed off the scene, with con- 
gress called into special session primarily to 
enact a farm law that will be the basis of 
America’s permanent agricultural poliey, the 
hottest argument is about control of produe- 
tion and marketing. 


Farmers Have Spoken 


Agricultural committees of both houses are 
spending the first half of November putting 
the finishing touches on their bills. The sen- 
ate committee has just finished a round of 
hearings out in the country. Chairman Ellison 
ID). Cotton Ed’? Smith had announced that 
he wanted to hear from the ‘‘one-gallused’’ 
farmers. He and his colleagues heard from 
them, with an overwhelming demand for pro- 
duction control and price maintenance. 

The senate committee is revising the Pope- 
MeGill (Farm Bureau) bill, and plans to pass 
it early in the session. The marketing quota 
provisons, which, in the original bill, were 
written by lawyers with one eve on the su- 
preme eourt, and which nobody has been able 
to understand, will be revised.

The net result will be that each farmer will 
have a base production quota, and when sup- 
plies are excessive the secretary may require 
everything in excess of that quota to be sealed 
and held until the total supply is again back 
to normal. Loans will be made on these sealed 
commodities to non-cooperators as well as _o- 
operators, but at a lower rate to the former. 

It is hoped that this definite control of mar- 
keting, with the production control that can 
be seeured under the soil conservation aet, 
will prevent the ever-normal granary from 
spilling over, with disastrous effeets on price, 

There are those who want more rigid pro- 
duction control than soil conservation ean 








CORN LOANS 


Announcement of the corn loan program 
for 1937 will be made soon, possibly before 
this issue reaches our readers. 


The rate lent will probably be between 45 
and 50 cents a bushel. Loans will be made 
only to those farmers who cooperated in the 
1937 soil conservation program. 


Moisture tests will be required. Loans 
will be made only on corn stored in cribs 
in good condition. 

In Iowa, county warehouse boards and 
sealers are ready to start sealing corn as 
soon as the word is given. 








provide. Among these is Senator Bankhead, 
who is a power in the senate, and who will in- 
sist On more positive acreage control for cot- 
ton, if not for other basic crops. 

There will be plenty of argument, too, about 
the measuring stick used to regulate produe- 
tion and marketing. AAA spokesmen would 
use volume as the measure. They want an 
ever-normal eorm e@ranary of half a_ billion 
bushels, for instance, and would use that as 
a guide to production and marketing policies. 

On this pomt, the Farm Bureau does not 
see eye te eye with the administration. It 
wants to use price as the vardstick, holding 
down marketing enough to maintain prices, 
and using acreage control to prevent the 
stored surpluses from becoming too large. 

Involved in this argument, too, Is the ques- 
tion of parity price. There is a feeling in 
the AAA that to seenre parity price every 
year, control measures will have to be too 
severe, and that in the long run farmers will 
be ahead not to specify too rigid a parity re- 
quirement in the law, but to leave to the ad- 
ministrators the task of getting as close to 
parity income as possible. 

3ut these things will all be ironed out. In 
the main, the senate measure will follow the 
lines of the Pope-MecGill bill and will provide 
for definte control of both marketing and 
production. 

The house committee is working in the 
meantime to dress up the Jones bill. The

But the force of cireumstances may compel 
him te change his mind. In a recent letter to 
the chairmen of both committees. President 
Roosevelt warned them not to increase pres 
ent farm program expenditures without off- 
setting the inerease with new taxes. 

A pregram which depends for its suceess on 
buying complance will cost a lot of money— 
probably well over a billion dollars a year, 
The only way to reduce this cost and still 
have a law that will work is to include a cere 
tain amount ef compulsion. The more rigid 
the restrictions on the non-cooperator, the 
Jess the cost. 

Expert crops like cotton and wheat present 
an especially difficult problem. If prices are 
pegeed too high, exports will dry up. Yet the 
erowers of these crops can not stand Ameri- 
«an high tariff eosts and still sell all their 
crop at werld prices. 


A Two-Price System 


The alternative that seems most likely to bd 
adapted is some sort of two-price system, This 
will probably be modeled on the cotton plan 
adopted by congress last August—a_ bottom 
placed under the price by loans at about the 
world level, with substantial benefit 
payments on that portion of the crop cons 
sumed in this country. 

To meet this cost, processing taxes will 
probably Le revived under a new name— 
“tariff equalization fees.”? In favor of such 
taxes is the fact that they can largely he 
passed on to the consumer, and that the res 
sulting price to consumers will still not be out 
of line with the general American price level. 

There will be no processing taxes on corn or 
livestock. A processing tax on corn will not 
raise much money because so-small a portion 
of the erop is manufactured. Processing taxes 
on livestock, it is felt, will for the most part 
not be passed on to the consumer, bit taken 
off the produeer’s price. 

Consequently, if this plan is followed, theré 
will be no direet (Continued on page 14)!

Four vears ago, there were only forty-six 
bulls in the state whose danehters” records of 
production were known and could be com 
pared with the reeords of their dams. There 
were only a few sons of those proved bulls in 
service. This year, Towa has 77 proved bulls 
and 200 sons of proved sires in dairy herds

worth anything, 

Keeping older bulls means. of course, more 
bull pens, and the number of bull pens tas 
about doubled in the four vears. altho there 
are still not enough. 

The work of cheeking the value of dairy 
bulls has gone far enough mow so that ne 
farmer should buy ai bull to head his herd 
unless he comes from high producing aneestry 
on both sides, And if a farmer can eet a bull 
that has already proved his value by the per 
formance of his daughters, that is better vet 

Good cows don’t mean mueh in the upbuild- 
ine of a herd unless you have a good bull to 


eo with them. And vou can’t be sure vour 
ball is a good one until his daughters have 
shown what they can do, 

It will often pay to fix up a stout bull pen 
and vet hold of a proved older bull. Elis dispo- 
sition may be mean, and he may be a nuisance 
to handle, but you can be sure that his heifer 
calves will -be better than their dams.

No appropria 
tion fora reclamation project should wet past 
congress unless it is accompanied by am ap 
propriation to buy up and retire poor Tand 
from farming. And farmers from the poor 
Jand areas ought to have, as the president says, 
the first chance at any new projects. 

No reclamation project should be allowed 
to Inerease the total of crop aeres in the Unit- 
ed States or add to the problem of overpro 
duetion. It need not do this if we retire from 
production some of the millions of acres of 
poor land that should never have been plowed 
anyway, and that should be put baek to grass. 

If the government can move ao starving 
rancher from the dust bowl to an irrigated 
farm, and get the dusty aeres back into grass, 
hoth the nation and the farmer will be bette:

Yield, Ear Size and Conditions Show Much 
Variation in County Meets This Year 


HIS issue of Wallaces’ Farmer 

and Iowa Homestead goes to 
press before the completion of the 
Iowa and the national corn husking 
contests, reports of which will ap- 
pear in the next issue, 

In Towa, this season, fifty coun- 
ties held corn husking contests. The 
humber of contests and the differ- 
ing conditions under which they 
were held made the job of picking 
the entrants for the state husking 
meet a particularly difficult one. In 
some counties, the yield of corn in 
the contest field ran as high as 99 
bushels per acre, while in some oth- 
ers it was not higher than 45 bush- 
els. Obviously, the winner working 
in the high yielding corn has some 
advantage over the man working ina 
field of only moderate yield. 

More important, there was consid- 
erable variation in size of ears. The 
official average counts on 100-pound 
samples reported ranged all the way 
from 92 ears to 215. Again, it is ob- 
vious that the man working in large 
ears has a considerable advantage 
over one working in small eared 
corn Most huskers will agree that 
it often takes almost as long to geta 
nubbin as it does an ear that is mar- 
ketable. 


Hard to Do a Clean Job 


Then, too, while this has turned 
out to be a very early fall from the 
Standpoint of dryness of the corn 
for husking, it really has not been 
altogether ideal thus far for doing 
clean work. Lack of the usual hard 
frosts Guring October has kept the 
husks and shanks in a “tight” condi- 
tion. It has been especially diffieult 
to remove the inner layers of the 
husks in speed work, and this is par- 
ticularly true for the “jerk throw” 
type of contestant. Had hard frosts 
come in time, the action of the freez- 
ing probably would have burst the 
fibers in the shank attachment = to 
some extent and made it easier to 
clean the ears, 

It was largely trouble with tight 
husks that defeated Elmer Carlson, 
of Audubon county, 1955 national 
champion and present national reec- 
ord holder, in his comeback attempt, 
October 28. To use the local ex- 
pression, he threw in too much 
“chicken,” that is, ears with too 
many husk “wings.” His total deduc- 
tions figured 871 pounds. 

The danger point in husk deduc- 
tions is the ten-ounce mark. For 
the first four and a fraction ounces 
of husks above the free five ounces

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Tan Your Pelts 


F the tanning of a pelt is to be a 

success, work must begin at the 
time the pelt is taken. Do not shoot 
holes thru the hide or damage the 
pelt by heavy hitting with a club. 
Any minor injury to a pelt in the 
raw state will become more serious 
after it is tanned. The tanning proc- 
ess enlarges any defects there may 
be. Likewise, in skinning, special 
care should be taken not to cut the 
pelt or to skin too close. 

When tanning a pelt for the first 
time, remember that you are not 
apt to make a perfect job of it. 
Therefore, select a pelt of no great 
commercial value. And don't select 
one too large for hand work. Large 
skins may be tanned more easily 
and effectively by machinery. 

First soak the skin in cold water 
until softened and pliable. Remove 
from the water and place upon a 
smooth surface and carefully re- 
move all surplus flesh on the pelt 
side. A dull knife is best for this 
purpose. 

A final dipping in gasoline will re- 
move all grease and excess flesh 
left on the pelt. Then wash in a 
warm suds and, after rinsing care- 
fully, wring out. If these steps have 
been handled well, the hide is now 
ready for the tanning solution. Slit 
the skin down the belly and place 
in the solution. 

A good solution can be made as 
follows: One gallon of water, one 
quart of salt and one fluid ounce of 
sulphurie acid. Heat the water be- 
fore adding the salt, then stir until 
dissolved. Cool this mixture and 
add the sulphuric acid. In preparing 
the mixture, be sure to add the acid 
to the water. Do not pour the water 
into the acid. Use only jars or wood- 
en vessels. Soak the pelts in the 
solution for from twelve to twenty- 
four hours. 

Remove the pelts and when par- 
tially dried apply the following 


dressing, rubbing carefully into all 
portions of the skin: One pint of 
soft soap, one pint of neatsfoot oil 
and one and one-half pints of alco- 
hol. Thruout the tanning process, the 
skin should be closely rubbed, so 
that it will break soft and produce 
a soft, pliable tan. 

Another excellent tanning solution 
is made by dissolving one pound of 
aluminum sulphate with one pound 
of salt in a small amount of water. 
Add to this a little boiling water 
and dissolve two ounces of terra 
japonica, This should produce a 
solution of about two gallons when 
thoroly mixed. Finally, take plain 
flour and carefully mix into the so- 
lution until a stiff paste is formed. 
Spread this paste over the skin. 

After the skin has been well cov- 
ered with paste, it should be packed 
away in a cool, dry place for from 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours. 
Now rinse in cold water and apply 
a good oil dressing. Neatsfoot oil is 
just about as good as anything to 
be had, and is excellent when used 
alone, as in this case. 

The main object in the tanning of 
a pelt of any kind is to work the 
skin thoroly and thus soften every 
part of it. There is no solution that 
alone will produce a finished prod- 
uct. There is a lot of hard work 
attached to the tanning of pelts, and 
experience is necessary to develop 
a skilled system of producing finely 
tanned furs of quality.

One is that the Tama plan trims 
down the good farmer too much, 
spends too much missionary effort 


on the poorer farms. Another is that 
the complete Tama plan depends too 
heavily on highly competent county 
znd township committees, that its 
methods, under happy circum- 
stances, might permit evasion of the 
intent of the act.

A New Safe Deposit Box 


A METHOD FOR PROVIDING FRE 
AND VEGETABLES 


‘T ET’S see, we can have T-bone 
4 steaks and raspberry shortcake 
for our supper tonight, and fried 
chicken and corn on the cob for our 
Sunday dinner.” 

This is the way a modern farm 
wife can now plan her meals, and 
it doesn’t have to be mid-summer, 
either, to have strawberry shortcake 
and fried chicken. It can be Thanks- 
giving, or even Christmas. 

There is a revolution going on in 
the modern farm kitchen—or_ per- 
haps it’s in the dining-room. Farm 
families no longer are required to 
have ham or bacon and canned meat 
all thru the summer. They can have 
the best cuts of the beef or the 
hog, which before they have always 
had to eat up quickly before the end 
of cold weather. For today, there 
are thousands of farmers who are 
within easy reach of a cold storage 
locker plant. 


Developing an Idea 


These cold storage lockers are a 
new business. The oldest of them 
in the country has been in operation 
only a little more than five years. 
The idea started originally when a 
hunter out on the west coast asked 
a friend—who was the owner of an 
ice storage plant—to put some of 
his surplus game in a cool place 
until the time came when he could 
use it. The friend, not knowing what 
else to do, put the game in a bucket 
of cold water, froze it hard, and then 
forgot all about it. Later, when the 
hunter remembered his game, both 
he and his friend were surprised and 
pleased to find that it was as good 
and as juicy as when it was first 
killed, This led to the establish- 
ment of the first cold storage plant. 

The idea spread so rapidly that 
at the present time there are several 
thousand of these plants scattered 
around over the country. Only a 
year ago, for instance, there were 
less than fifty such plants operating 
in Iowa, while, today, the number 
is nearer two hundred. And many 
more farm communities in the state 
are making plans to start plants in 
the near future 

Many plants are run as depart- 
ments connected with farm elevators, 
creameries or others 
are successfully operated by farmers 
cooperatively, and. still others are

owned and operated by private indi- 
viduals or corporations. 

All cold storage locker plants look 
a lot alike. There is a business office, 
a chill room, cutting room, sharp 
freeze room and locker room. The 
walls of the cold rooms have from 
six to twelve inches of insulation and 
the temperature in each is automatic- 
ally and independently controlled. 

Usually, the farmer butchers at 
home; but in some of the newer 
plants there is a butchering room. 
In either case, the meat is put in the 
chill room as soon as possible. Here

HE preserving of food by cold 

storage was first worked out for 
meat, but experiments do not stop 
there. For some time, tests have 
been made with fruits and vegetables 
and the work is still going on. 

Most women prefer to have a stock 
of canned things within easy reach. 
What would we do without the jams 
and pickles and sauce that help out 
our daily meals? But it is nice to feel 
that in the cold storage locker there 
is an extra supply of fresh strawber- 
ries, cherries, asparagus and corn 
on the cob—items that will lend a 
holiday air to meals all winter.

Each Family Has Its Key 


Some plants have locker made 
galvanized iron, while others ha 
an enamel finish. There is free q 
culation of air around and thru the 
lockers at all times. Each family 
its own key and the operator has 
master key. The lockers are mud 
like a safe deposit vault in the log 
bank; only, instead of taking out th 


family silver, or the deed to the farg 


the farmer or his wife takes out th 
menu for the next few meals 

An air of optimism pervades all 
these plants. The farmer is pleasg 
because the system is economica 
yet gives him better food. Rent for 
locker averages $10 a year, and th 
services of the butcher amount 
less than the cost of canning and cu 
ing an equal amount of meat. Ay 
this does not include the losses fro 
shrinkage and spoilage. 

But the farm wife is probably mor 
pleased than any one else. Mrs. V. 
Miller, of Hamilton county, Iowa, 4 
presses so well what thousands ¢ 
farm wives feel when she writes 

“It is now so much easier, si:

Wash the Hands Carefully 


Hands must be washed frequently 
thruout the day, both for hygienic 
reasons and for good. looks. Sut 
they should be washed carefully, not 
casually, unless you want them to 
be grimy, reddened and unpleasant 
looking. Just dabbling them in wa- 
ter and then half drying them is poor 
practice. 

Fill the basin with moderately 
warm water and work up a pleasant, 
soapy lather. If the hands are dirty, 
use a nail brush, especially on the 
knuckles and finger-tips. Don't stop 
the cleansing process at the wrist. 
Rinse in slightly cooler water, and 
dry gently but thoroly, pushing back 
the cuticle as part of the process, 
Finish with a quick run-around un- 
der the nails with an orange-wood 
stick, which should always be kept 
handy to the wash basin, 

If your hands chap easily, use a 





little good hand lotion or cream on 
them at night. It is also a good 
idea to keep a bottle of hand lotion 
in the kitchen, where you can appl; 
it after you have finished with the 
dishes. 

Once a week, you should take 
half-hour off for a manicure. Fo. 
this, you need a bowl of warm, soap. 
water, a good steel nail file, an em- 
ery board, an orange-wood stick, 
bit of cotton, nail 
cream, and polish if you wish it. 
File your nails to the desired shap. 
and smooth up the edges with th 
emery board. Now soak the hand 
in Warm, soapy water until the « 
ticle is stiffened.

Applying the Nail Polish

Our first thought should be of the 
health and vitality of the pullets that 
go into the laying house.

Flocks that look ragged and pale 
have been known to develop. into 
thrifty, red-combed layers in a few 
weeks’ time by worming, and then

If one is intending to sell eggs to 
a hatchery, it is advisable to let the 
chickens out in the open to exercise 
every fit day. Hatcherymen have 
sometimes refused to take eggs from 
flocks that were kept confined in a 
house or small pen. 


Storing Equipment 
It seems needless to say that all 


litter should be removed from the 
brooder houses in the fall, and that 


floors and walls should be cleaned 
and ready for the spring disinfect- 
ing. Yet if we could inspect farm 


brooder houses the country, 
we would find that this job is usually 
left until spring. Fall cleaning gives 
two chances to rid the building of 
vermin and disease germs, 

Hovers may be hung high and the 
stove cleaned (if coal is used) and 
treated with rust resistant 
preparation. Wicks, chimneys, ther- 
mometers, thermostat and all small 
equipment should be cleaned and put 
in a tight box or can, and 
the whole preferably hung up where 
no one is likely to bother them.

Give Turkeys Grit 

A liberal supply of hard granite 
grit should be kept before the turkey 
flock to prevent the birds from be- 
coming crop or gizzard bound by eat- 
ing too much dry, tough grass. Large 
and pendulous crops appear on birds 
that are crop bound. Limestone grit 
or oyster shell does not make a sat- 
isfactory grit, because both of these 
are too soft and dissolve quickly.
